The present invention discloses a chiral nematic liquid crystal composition 
comprising at least one optically active compound of formula (I-a) and at least one 
optically active compound of formula (II-a), in which the compound of formula (Il-a) 
must have the same helical twisting direction as the compound of formula (I-a) with a 
helical twisting power (HTP) of at least 3. The compounds of formula (I-a) and (II-a) 
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show the negative and positive temperature dependency, respectively, for the natural 
pitch in the present liquid crystal composition. Also, see the comparison of the present 
invention with JP 9-217062 in the remark (filed 12/12/05) and Table 1 in the present 
specification.
